Higher Prices at Liverpool and
Light Receipts in the

CHICAGO. Oct. 11. The wheat mar-
ket was stronrr from the start,
opening- quotations on December be-
ing up a to at M to SGVic.
Tho mnrkct was Influenced largely
by an advance "in the price of wheat nt
Liverpool. Higher prices for Russian and
Danublnn offerings and extraordinary de-

mnnd from Italy, Gcrmnny and Spain for
wheat were some of the reasons glvon fortho strength In tho English market. An
ofilclal report from Bombay stated thatrain was greatly needed In peveral prov-
inces of India.

In addition to the bullish foreign news
domestic conditions favored tho bulls. Re-
ceipts In the Northwest wero considerably
smaller than for the corresponding day
